To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town 
of  Strafford  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  13th  day  of  March,  1951,  at  2 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects : 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the   coming   year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year, 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appro- 
priation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school

At  Austin-Cate  Academy  are  20  Strafford  pupils  in 
grades  9-12  and  23  in  grades  7  and  8.  As  the  old  "legal 
rate"  of  high  school  tuition  at  the  state  average  cost 
of  instruction  alone  is  no  longer  deemed  sufficient  for 
receiving  high  schools  to  charge  sending  districts, 
most  such  schools  are  making  drastic  increases,  ap- 
proaching the  new  "legal  rate"  or  cost  of  all  current 
expense  per  pupil.  There  is  some  feeling  that  an  ad- 
justment should  be  made  on  the  contract  rate  for  the 
current  year.  The  old  or  contract  rate  is  $186.17,  al- 
though at  the  time  the  budget  was  made  last  year,  it 
was  expected  to  be  about  $210.00.  The  new  "legal  rate" 
for  the  current  vear  (in  the  absence  of  a  contract) 
would  be  $252.04'. 

At  the  district  meeting  a  year  ago,  under  an  article 
included  by  request,  $5,000.00  was  made  available  for 
schoolhouse  repairs,  of  which  $4,000.00  was  authorized 
to  be  borrov/ed.  From  this  fund,  all  three  schoolhouses 
have  been  improved.  The  Crov/n  Point  schoolhouse 
was  enlarged,  a  new  entrance  constructed,  the  old  shed 
removed,  and  a  new  septic  toilet  installed.  At  the 
Center  School,  the  old  shed  was  removed,  making  that 
corner  of  the  classroom  sunnier,  and  a  new  shed  con- 
structed on  the  north  side.  Septic  toilets  were  in- 
stalled here  also,  and  an  oil  heater  provided.  All  school- 
houses  were  painted  inside,  some  refinishing  of  furni- 
ture was  done,  and  some  insulating.  The  Bow  Lake 
schoolhouse  already  had  septic  toilets.

The  new  state  aid  formula,  as  prepared  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  at  the  behest  of  the  Legislature, 
provides  for  equalization  aid  amounting  to  the  dif- 
ference between  a  Foundation  Program  of  what  dis- 
tricts in  general  should  be  required  to  provide  by  way 
of  schools  (calculated  at  $175  per  elementary  pupil  and 
$225  per  high  school  pupil)  and  the  local  "Fair  Share" 
which  districts  in  general  should  be  required  to  con- 
tribute (calculated  at  18  mills  on  $1  of  adjusted  equal- 
ized valuation  of  the  district) .  Although  this  particular 
plan  gives  Strafford  somewhat  less  state  aid  than  re- 
ceived for  the  last  two  years,  the  formula  itself  on  the 
whole  is  undoubtedly  better  for  the  state  as  a  whole. 

The  vv^ork  of  the  school  nurse,  Miss  Myrtle  Fletcher, 
has  been  carried  on  with  the  usual  routine  and  special 
examinations,  home  reports  and  visits,  referrals  for 
diagnosis  and  remedial  medical  treatment,  looking  out 
for  contagious  disease  outbreaks,  and  hygienic  sug- 
gestions. 

The  Mothers'  Clubs  have  been  very  generous  in  their 
interest  and  contribution  to  the  schools.  There  is  no 
question  but  what  since  the  consolidation  of  grades, 
the  citizens  have  come  to  think  of  all  the  schools  in 
town  as  their  own,  instead  of  just  the  one  in  their 
own  locality.
